Miss Ethel Humphrey. cousin of General 
Thomas Churchill, unvelled the portrait 
of General James Longstreet. It has 
been accepted by General Longstreet and 
Mrs, Longstreet as an accurate likeness. 

‘Stonewall’ Jackson’s portrait was un- 
velled by Miss Annie May Woolsridge 
granddaughter of Colonel Charles F. 
Johnson of the staff of General Buck- 
ner. Mrs. Jackson sent to the artist some 
of her husband’s hair for the sake of ac- 
curacy. The cap which General Jackson 
holds in his hand was worn by him at 
college in Virginia and also during the 
war. 

Portrait of Lee Unveiled. 

Miss Ida Edwards, granddaughter of 
Rev. E. T. Perkins, chaplain at large for 
Lee's army, unveiled the portrait of Gen- 
eral Robert E. Lee. The portrait was 
made from a photograph taken in Rich- 
mond about the middle of the war. The 
sword General Lee wears was borrowed 
for the occasion from General A. P, Hill. 

General Albert Sydney Johnston's por- 
trait was unvelled by Miss Loultse Taylor, 
granddaughter of General Thomas Hart 
Taylor. 

Joseph E. Johnston's portrait was un- 
veiled by Miss Elizabeth Reynolds, a 
granddaughter of Eli M. Bruce, a member 
of the confederate states congress. This 
portrait is an especially good one because 
the artist was personally acquainted with 
General Johnston. 

The portrait of General Leonidas Polk, 
which was unveiled by Miss Ethel Rob- 
erts. granddaughter of Dr. Yandell, medi- 
cal director of the west, shows the sol- 
dier-priest in his church robes. In his 
left hand he holds a Bible and his right 
hand rests upon a chair upon which are

“OPENING AN EVENT 


Inauguration of the Richmond-Tampa 
Line Attracts Attention. 


OFFICERS ARE ON THE ROAD 


Historic Opening of Queen and Cres- 
cent Laid in the Shade. 


BANQUETS AND FEASTS IN NUMBER 


Seaboard Air-Line Owners Are Now 
Moving Over the Route in a 
Special Train. 


By Frank Weldon. 

Columbia, 8. C.. May 30.—(Special.)— 
The greater Seaboard is opening its new 
Richmond-Tampa line in a style which 
Surpasses anything ever seen in these 
parts. Even the historic opening of the 
Queen and Crescent years ago is over- 
shadowed by the elaborate and sumptuous 
manner with which the Seaboard Alir- 
Line is celebrating the practical comple- 
tion. and consolidation of its physical 
properties. | 

Prior to the war the greatest event of 
this character was the cleebration which 
marked the opening of a continuous rail 
line from’Savannah to Memphis. That 
was the occasion when President Gordon, 
of the Central, carried a large party of 
Georgians, including a company of Sa- 
vannah firemen, to Memphis and pumped 
Savannah river water into the Mississip- 
pi, in that manner verifying the ironi- 
cal prediction of a Georgia legislator who, 
opposing the granting of a charter to 
the Central, had declared that when cars 
propelled by steam succeeded in climbing 
the intervening mountains the water of 
the Savannah would flow into the Mis- 
sissippi. 

This celebration is a promise of vigo- 
rous competition between the Seaboard 
Air-Line, Southern and Atlantic Coast 
line for the Florida and West Indes  busi- 
ness.

HARD FIGHT WITH PRISONER 


Lively Experience of a Policeman 
with a Strong Negro. 


FOUGHT ON WHITEHALL STREET 


Negro Had Been Cursing Ladies Who 
Passed Him and the Fight with 
the Officer Followed, 


A terrific hand-to-hand fight took place 
last night on Whitehall street, near Mc- 
Daniel. between Jim King, a notorious 
negro. and Bicycle’ Officer Covington. 
The officer carries a bruised and swollen 
nose and a dislocated finger joint as a 
result of the fight, while the negro shows 
where his head came in contact with a 
billy. | 

King stood on Whitehall street last 
night and for one hour cursed everybody 
who passed him. Ladies came along from 
chureh and he accosted them with oaths 
and the foulest words he could use. 

The whole neighborhood near the corner 
of Whitehall and McDaniel streets be- 
came alarmed and a telephone message 
was sent to the police barracks for an 
officer. 

The call officer met Bicycle Officers Cov- 
ington and Chandler and he let them 
take charge of the negro. 

Officer Covington took hold of King and 
started down Whitehall street with him, 
leading his bicycle, while Officer Chand- 
ler rode ahead to send in a call for a 
patrol wagon. 

When midway between McDaniel and 
Humphries streets, the negro stopped 
and said to Officer Covington: 

“T am a better man than you are and 
I'll either get away or kill you.” 

Officer Covington did not think at first 
the negro was in earhest. 

King wheeled and struck the policeman 
a hard blow in the face. The officer drew 
his billy and the fight began. The negro 
is a powerful man physicatly and being 
half drunk he fought with desperation. 
The policeman used his billy as fast as 
he could, but it seemed to have little 
effect. The negro and officer fought over 
sidewalk and street for several minutes. 

Officer Chandler waited for his partner 
with the prisoner, and not seeing him 
coming, he rode back and was in time 
to take part in the fight. af 

It was about all the two officers could 
- to subdue the negro and handcuff 

m. 

King was locked up at the police bar- 
racks. He said he believed a man had 
a right to protect himself and if an of- 
ficer was not a better man than a prisoner 
he — no business to try to make an ar- 
rest. 

“It was about the roughest time I 
ever had,”’ said officer Covington, “and I 
never had such a desperate prisoner to 
deal with before in my life.’ 

King will be tried in the police court 
this afternoon for cursing ladies on the 
streets and for fighting the officer.

Prominent Columbus Man Expirei 
in Atlanta Yesterday. 

CAME HERE FOR TREATMENT 


Body Was Taken to Columbus Yes- 
terday Afternoon Where Funeral 
¥ Service Will Occur. 


Judge William H. Brannon, of Colum- 
bus, one of the most prominent citizens 
of his section of the state, died ygster- 
day morning after a protracted illness. 
His death occurred at the sanitarium of 
Dr. U. O. Robertson, on Capitol avenue, 
where he had been taken for treatment, 
although it was announced several 
months ago by his physicians that he 
was suffering from a chronic and incura- 
ble ailment. 

At the time of his death his brother, 
A. M. Brannon, and his niece, Mrs. Rob- 
ert Carson, both of Columbus, were with 
him. His body was taken to Columbus 
yesterday afternoon at 4:20 o’clock and 
there the funeral service will be con- 


ducted. 

Judge Brannon was one of the best 
known men in his section and was one 
of the most influential capitalists in the 


state. 

Judge Brannon was sixty-three years 
of age. He was born in Harris county. 
For many years he was a prominent cit- 
izen there, having been actively connect- 
ed with a number of that city’s lead- 
ing institutions. He was president. of 
the Merchants and Mechanics’ bank, pres- 
ident of the Columbus Fertilizer Com- 
pany, vice president of the Muscogee Ice 
Company, treasurer of the Columbus 
Iron works, president of the City Ice 
works, of Augusta, and interested as a 
director and stockholder in a number of 
other enterprises. He had been president 
of the Merchants and Mechanics’ Bank 
from April 22, 1878. Judge Brannon was 
a member of the law firm of Brannon & 
Hatcher, one of the foremost law firms of 
Columbus. <A few years ago he was a 
member of the well known law firm of 
Peabody, Brannon, Hatcher & Martin. 

Judge Brannon was mayor of Columbus 
in 1877 and was alderman for quite a 
number of years. He was actively con- 
nected with the volunteer fire depart- 
ment, of which he was chief for a few 
years. Among other business enterprises 
he was in the warehouse business a 
few years ago with B. T. Hatcher. 

Judge Brannon was one of the most 
prominent and successful financiers of 
Columbus. He was a man of many fine 
traits‘of character and held in high es- 
teem by his friends. He was very mod- 
est, but with it was very charitable. He 
was always a friend to the young man, 
and many struggling young business men 
have been helped over hard places, and 
encouraged and sustained by good advice 
from him. 

The deceased is survived by three broth- 
ers, Judge S. M. Brannon, of Ridgeway, 
Ga.; J. M. Brannon, of Seale, and A. M. 
Brannon, who is a prominent druggist 
of Columbus. 

The body reached Columbus last night 
and the funeral will be conducted there 
today.

Young Man Is Charged with Cutting 
J. A. Boykin. 


THE TRIAL BEGAN YESTERDAY 


Number of Witnesses Were Put on 
the Stand and Considerable Tes- 
timony Brought Out.

Some of the witn-sses 
stated that the difficulty occurred gn the 
Cobb county ‘end 6f the bridge, while oth- 
ers testified that it took place in Fulton 
county. It was brought out during the 
trial that the young lady had taken a 
small reveiver from her 
and had aitempted to shoot either Rhein- 
berger or a young man by the name of 
Day, who was with him at the time. 

The defense attempted to show by wit- 
nesses that Rheinbcrger was nbt the man 
who had insulted the young lady, 
that the fight occurred in Cobb ccunty. 

At 6:30 o'clock the state and defense 
announced closed, and as it was thought 
the argument would consume fully two 
hours, the court concluded to adjourn un- 
til 8:30 ociock this morning. The jury 
was allowed to disperse, with the usual

Shot While Acting as Peacemaker in 
a Quarrel. 


O’BYRNE WAS AN ATLANTA MAN

The Killing Occurred at Warwoman 
Creek, Near Tallulah Falls, 
Several Days Ago. 


Christy O’Byrne, a well-known Atlanta 
man, was shot last Sunday at Warwoman 
creek, twelve miles from Tallulah Falls, 
receiving wounds from which he died 
Tuesday. His body was taken to Clayton, 
Ga., and its there now awaiting directions 
from relatives as to disposition. 

The killing was done by “Chub” Wall, a 
well-known character in Rabun county, 
who is now in jail at Clayton, awaiting 
a preliminary hearing. 

Christy O’Byrne met his death while 
trying to act as peacemaker between 
Wall and Sam Beck, a boy of the neigh- 
borhood of Warwoman creek. Wall, it is 
said, was beating Beck on the head with 
a stick. O’Byrne endeavored to stop Wall, 
and the latter asked what O'Byrne had 
to do with the matter. 

O’Byrne replied that he did not want to 
see a boy beaten without cause. Wall is 
said to have at once opened fire upon the 
Atlanta man, two balls taking effect, one 
in his leg and the other in his body. The 
wound in the body proved to be mortal 
and O’Byrne died from the effects of it 
Wednesday morning. Christy O'Byrne 
had only two relatives in Atlanta, 
James O’Byrne, a brother, and Mrs. P. R. 
Johnson, a sister. His mother is still liv- 
ing in Ireland. 

James O'Byrne, who resides at 1 Con- 
nally street, yesterday morning received 
the following telegram announcing the 
death of his brother: 

“Christy O’Byrne is dead. Shot 27th. 
Murderer in jail. Trial set June Ist. No 
one to represent state. Bring attorney. 
Answer if I must wait here for you with 
conveyance. “W. S. LONG, Ordinary.” 

“Chub” Wall, who did the shooting, is 
said to have a bad name in Rabun coun- 
ty. It has been only a short time, it is 
said, since he stabbed Deputy Sheriff Mc- 
Connell. He is said to have served a term 
for a misdemeanor. 

James O’Byrne, of Atlanta, brother of 
the deceased, and Patrick Campbell, a 
frind of the dead man, will go to Clay-

high privileges always invole heavy re- 
sponsib ilities.

pleasure- seeking life may do for the ig- 
norant and foolish, but such a life ought 
to have no attractions for women of 
your refinement and culture. You have 
but one life to live and that life is not 
long. Every stroke of the clock is eter- 
nity’s voice summoning you to faithful 
se Tvice and high endeavor. 

“In tho divine mind there has always 
existed an ideal humanity, though this 
ideal has only once been realize d in the 
history of the race. But we are all ‘pre- 
destinated to be conformed to His image,’ 
and through all the eventuries God has 
been working to this end. The material 
is crude, the process slow, but progress 
is being made and in the end of the ages 
this divine ideal for our race will be real- 
ized. ‘his is the meaning of all history. 
This is the explanation of the existence 
of this planet. What part will you take 
in this great process of race development? 
What part of the glory will be yours in 
its culmination? 

“Every inch of this progress {s being 
contested, and it would seem from pres- 
ent indications that both sides of this 
contest are preparing to marshal their 
mightiest forces for a gigantic and, pos- 
sibly, final struggle during the century 
upon which we are so soon to enter. It is 
possible, if not probaple, that in your day 
momentous issues affecting the destiny 
of our race will arise and be forever set- 
tled. I cannot better close my remarks 
to you today, the wefate. than by appro- 
priating the language of the poet:

BIBB’S GRAND JURY ADJOURNS. 


Street Car Companies Are Given a 
Hard Call-Down. 

Macon, Ga., May 30.—(Special.)—The 
grand jury adjourne dd today after making 
their presentmenfs to Fudge Felton. The 
principal points of the presentments were 
as follows: 

The jury called particular attention to 
the fact that the street car companies 
were violating the state law in not se pa- 
rating the races, the fact being especially 
apparent on the Vineville and Metropol- 
itan street railways. 

The affairs of the public schools were 
found to be-in excellent condition. An 
examination of the cost of each pupil to 
the county per month was found to be 
only $1.29, ‘which is less than that paid by 
any county in the state. The jury found 
the industrial feature of the school train- 
ing to be lacking, however, and recom- 
mended that the attention of the board 
be called to this. 

As a whole, the jail was found to oe in 
good condition, but repairs are needed to 
the kitchen, to the roof and the sanitary 
system. They recommended the building 
of two padded cells for lunatics. 

They urged the building of a pest house 
in some section of the county not thickly 
inhabited and where the corntagious dis- 
eases would not be easily spread. 

The jury discovered that there were 
many persons in the county who deserved 
pensions, but on account of the inad- 
equacy of this fund, did not have one. 
As a remedy they suggested that those, 
names now on the list in cases where said 
persons have an outside income of as 
much as $1,000, be stricken and others who 
are in greater need be put in their places.

‘Tt Appears Probable That Colonel Moy- 
el Will Not Issue One, 


SIX NAMES TAKEN FROM PETITION 


Some of Those Who Signed Changed 
Their Minds and Requested That 
Their Names Be Not Con- 
sidered with the 
Petition. 


It now appears probable that the spe- 
cial meeting of the city executive com- 
mittee for the purpose of changing the 
date of the municipal primary from Oc- 
tober 5th to July 4th will not be held. 

Colonel W. T. Movers, chairman of the 
committee, failed yesterday to issue the 
call, and as the-‘meeting was to have 
been held today, that fact is taken as con- 
clusive evidence by those who are opposed 
to holding the meeting that he will not 
act In the matter. 

The friends of the early primary propo- 
sition are apparently still confident that 
the special meeting of the committee will 


occur, but the circumstances appear to 
be against them and the Opposers of the 
meeting are equally as certain that the 
committee will not be assembled. 

That Colonel Moyers does not believe 
that a majority of the committee desire a 
special meeting may be stated positively, 
as he has announceg that when a major- 
ity ask for the meeting he will issue the 
eall. It is certain alsg that if the com- 


mittee should meet the session will be one 
ef the liveliest that the body has ever 
held. 

The friends of Nym McCullough, one of 
the four candidates for the mayoralty, 
announce that the petition presented 
Colonel Moyers contained the names of a 
majority of the members of the com- 
mittee, that Tuesday afternoon, when five 
signers withdrew their names, there was 
still a majority; that yesterday, when an- 
other name was withdrawn, a majority 
remained, and that it {Is the duty of the 
chairman to respect the wishes of the 
committee. These same gentlemen con- 
tend that while it is true that names of 
alternates appear on the petition, they 
were acting for absent members of the 
committec. 


Alternates Signed Petition. 

Those who oppose the early primary 
maintain that alternates have no right 
to petition, and that with their names re- 
moved the petition would not contain a 
majority of the members of the com- 
mittee. 

That is the way the matter stands at 
present. What Colonel Moyers will do or 
what the committee will do cannot be 
stated with any degree of certainty. Colo- 
nel Moyers has placed himself on record, 
both publicly and privately, as opposed to 
changing the date of the primary, al- 
though when he becomes convinced that 
a majority of the members of the com- 
mittee desire a special meeting he will 
call one. 

When the petition was presented Colo- 
nel Moyers last Tuesday afternoon it con- 
tained twenty-one names, as follows:

It is to be remembered that the sub-commit- 
tee was interviewed soon after its appointment 
prior to my resignation as chairman, and with 
one or two exceptions expressed themselves un- 
equivocally as favoring an early primary, and 
went so far even to favor a combination pri- 
mary with the county. The candidates for 
mayor have on several occasions expressed 
themselves as being ready at any time, and I 
really believe, with one exception, they were 
sincere. Mr. Moyers states that there are 
numerous matters that should engage the’ at- 
tention of the committee before that of ar- 
ranging the details of the primary. Stating in 
connection, and by the way of reflection, that 
management of the county primary was 
such as allowed the perpetration of fraud in 
the way of !llegal registering, voting and the 
use of money to purchase same, and that his 
object is to eliminate these methods, and in- 
Sinuates that it will be materially advantageous 
for a late primary on this account. 

If the people will keep an eye on this pro- 
position they will see that a continuation of the 
perpetration will be more manifest by an ex- 
tension of time than to let the people vote 
at an earlier date, and the candidates be 
elected on their merits. In other words, in my 
Opinion, the scheming on the part of some peo- 
Ple is not as yet complete, hence the call for 
more time. Mr. Moyers further states that by 


| holding the primary on October 5th will elimi- 
| nate @ continued canvass by the aspirants by 


which time the weather will be cool. I will 
Say in answer to this that such will not be 
the case, and that the business houses, the 
shops and factories will be in better position 
to controvert this inconvenience and annoy- 
ance, not from a theoretical standpoint, but 
that of actual experience. 

I wish my position clearly understood on 
this proposition. I favor holding the primary 
on July 4th for these reasons: First, because 
it is a holiday. Every business man and em- 
ployee of the business houses, as well as those 
of the shops and factories, can go to the polls 
and vote without inconvenience to himself or 
the loss of time. In the last county primary 
numerous shop people were not able to cast 
their suffrage for the fact that they generally 
vote after work hours in the afternoon and 
haven't sufficient time to do so, as was fully 
demonstrated in the last county campaign. 

Mr. Moyers insinuates further that my stand 
in the matter !s justified by the fact that I 
am, probably, afraid of other competition. I 
wish to disabuse his mind of this fact, also 
the mind of the public if they so construe it, 
that I am afraid of no competition, it matters 
not who gets in or who drops out, I am in to 
the finish and will deliver the goods in the 
proper order, it matters not on what date the 
primary is called. 

Will Mr. Moyers explain what he meant by 
“prospective candidates?’’ Can it be that he, 
as chairman of the executive committee, in- 
tends to be instrumental in bringing out an- 
other candidate for mayor? When he speaks 
of “‘prospective candidates’’ he certainly must 
have some one in mind, and as it has been im- 
possible up to date for anyone to find out how 
he stands with the present entries, except that 
he has tried to use his office to injure my can- 


didacy, the presumption is that he intends to 


give his support to some one yet unannounced. 


| Personally, I have no objections to Mr. Moyers 


giving his support to anyone he may choose, 
but I do claim the right to my opinion, just 
as Mr. Moyers has his, in regard to the time 
that the primary should be held and a right 
only to fair treatment by the chairman of the 
city executive committee. 

As to “prospective candidates,’’ I do not be-

A Card from Joseph Jacobs. 


Joseph Jacobs requests the publication 
of the following card: 

Editor Constitution—The chairman of the city 
executive committee, Mr. W. T. Moyers, gives 
in the morning paper a rather remarkable in- 
terview. As 1 am one of those who handed in 
a legal request for a meeting of the executive 
committee on the 3ist of this month, possibly 
I am the one to whom he refers as ‘‘an avowed 
partisan of one of the candidates for mayor.”’ 
Kindly allow me, though not a member of the 
executive committee, a few words. 

Mr. Moyers says he is ‘‘opposed to making 
the executive committee a football to be kicked 
about by a candidate who seeks to obtain ad- 
vantage through the action of the committee.’’ 
Perhaps a majority of the committee object to 
being made a football to be kicked about by 
the chairman. 

When Mr. Moyers seeks to give the Impression 
that the gentlemen who seek an early primary 
do so through partisanship rather than to carry 
out the wishes of the people he casts a serious 
reflection upon their integrity and honesty of 
purpose. Surely Mr. Moyers does not wish to 
set himself up as an example of impartiality 
and non-partisanship when he reflects upon 
other gentlemen of the committee and seeks to 
injure the candidacy of some particular one of 
those in the fleld by declaring that particular 
candidate only wants the change to the injury 
of the other candidates. 

Surely to advance the date of the primary 
would in no way injure the candidacy of any 
aspirant when there still remains ample time 
for such an one to present his claims to the 
people. 

The request for this call #f a meeting of the 
executive committee was not secured in secret, 
The call for the meeting was cheerfully signed 
by those whose names appear below, was sign- 
éd without promise, coercion or persuasion. 

It has been stated in the papers and verbally, 
and not denied so far as the writer knows, by 
each and all of the candidates that they did not 
care when the primary was held. The call for 
a meeting with the view of making an earlier 
date cannot in any sense be said to be “‘parti- 
san.’ The people, all classes, employers and 
employees, would be benefited by an earlier 
primary; they would thus be saved being 
harassed and annoyed by the importunity of 
candidates running for a number of months, all 
through the hot summer weather. 

It occurs to me that Mr. Moyers, as chairman 
of the committee, is the servant of the commit- 
tee, and not its master, and that the least Mr. 
Moyers could have done would have been ‘to 
have acquiesced in the call presented to him. 
If any member of the committee were absent 
from the city, the regularly elected alternate is 
as fully and completely qualified to act in the 
matter as the person for wnom such one 1s al- 
ternate. That is why alternates are chosen. 
For the chairman not to call this committee to- 
gether is taking, to put it mildly, an abritrary 
and dictatorial position. 

When the call for the meeting of the commit- 
tee was handed to Mr. Moyers he stated then, 
off-hand, that he waB ‘‘dead against it,’’ and 
his actions since then have borne out his state- 
ment. 

Whether the committee desire to advance the 
date of the primary is a question for the com- 
mittee to determine and not the chairman. 

Below will be found the call originally 
sented to Mr. Moyers, the last four names 
the call having been added to same this day. 

Following the undersigned call is an agree- 
ment made by certain members of the commit- 
tee as to the date on which the primary was to 
be held, July 4th being selected because it 
would give every man a chance te vote.

Both the Highest and Lowest Tem- 
peratures Were Recorded During 
the May of That Year. 


At the close of May the local weather 
bureau's record of the temperature for 
the month, compared with that of preced- 
ing Mays, will interest those who have 
a penchant for the thermometer. 

May was in nowise an abnormal! month. 
There were a few very warm days, but 
the maximum temperature of 88 degrees 
has been exceeded in several years dyring 
the past The yvear 1898 was a 
record breaker, the mercury climbing to 
94 on the 30th day of May of that year. 
Singularly enough, the minimum record is 
alsg held by that year. On the ith of the 
same month the mercury dropped to 38. 
The lowest temperature of the present 
May was 52 degrees. 

The May which passes today will proub- 
ably have recorded a mean temperature 
of 70 degrees. The records for the past 
twenty-two years show a normal temper- 
ature of 69 degrees, some Mays slightly 
exceeding and some slightly decreasing 
that figure. The total rainfall for the 
month up to last night was 2.94 inches. 
This may called a normal amcvunt. 
There were seven days during which rain 
fell. The record-breaking in this 
regard are 1888, when 6.86 inches fell, and 
1897, only 0.34 inches fell during

SOCIAL LIFE IN MANILA. 


The fashionable life of London, Paris or 
New York cuts only a small figure in Ma- 
nila, but the dictates. of local custom are 
almost ag exact as in any of these society 
centers. The hours for performing social 
duties and the manner of doing are very 
well understood and closely abserved in 


this far eastern city. 
‘The activity of the peopte pegins any 
fn the day, rests and sleeps 13 midday, 
reaches its most exciting hours oom one 
set, follows on its enjoyment unti — 
night or after and sleeps agen. ie 

English and Spanish people exercise . y 
—before the heat of day—do their shop- 
ping about 9 or 10 o'clock, have @ light 
luneheon about 1 o'clock in the _——— 
sleep, have afternoon tea, take a co 

bath and dress to go out at 4:30 or 5 
o’clock. The best period of the day begins 
about this time. Every one drives, and 
after calls the Luneta is the objective 
point for all, Here a band plays dally at 


5:30 o'clock. 


he scene on the Luneta fs very bizarre 
ann coummenabttas: Spanish, English, 
Swiss, German, East Indian, Chinese, na- 
tive and mestize men and women mingle 
with the strong majority of Americans. 
Imagine the variety of colors in the @roup- 
ing of high Roman Catholic bishops and 
dignitaries, white-robed priests, black 
friars, both Spanish and Filipino: Ameri- 
ean officers in white duck or khaki. 
American soldiers in brown and released 
Spanish prisoners in blue; wealthy Chi- 
nese merchants in _ heliotrope, blue or 
white silk; East Indians from Bombay in 
queer skirts; Spanish women with enor- 
mous pompadour coiffures and painted 
faces: English women in French hats; 
native women in the national dress of the 
Filipinos; American women in light, thin 
gowns; Chinese nursemaids in long blue 
coats and black trousers, caring for the 
children of English, Spanish and Ameri- 
ean families. The intermingling of all 
these people is the pleasant socia] feature 
of the day-to-day life. Everybody comes 
out to see his friends, to hear the music 
and to see the glorious sunset. 

The Luneta drive is a large loop on the 
bay shore. with the center within the oval 
elevated for a promenade, The pandstand 
is in the middle of the promenading space, 
large fountains at either end. Stone seats 
are scattered about freely. The view is 
toward the open sea across Manila bay. 
On a clear day Cavite, in front of which 
place the sunken Spanish hulks lie, may 
be seen. Beyond and farther out lies the 
island of Corregidor, whose flashlight Ad- 


'miral Dewey passed in safety the night 


before the battle of the Ist of May. Over 
the horizon the sun drops with a truly 
tropical garnishness. After the sun has 
gone and the short twilight has passed the 
Luneta blazes with electric light. 

A never-ending line of carriages, moving 
always to the right, passes around the 
Luneta; two or three lines stop along the 
curb of the promenade or of the beach 
side of the road, and there is much visit- 
ing going on. People speed past one an- 
other down the Malacan drive to Simon 
de Arda monument—for the native coach- 
man loves to drive as fast as he can— 
stop there and listen to the music or 
watch the boats on the Pasig river, and 
run back to the Luneta, only to repeat 
the above performances or to join the 
groups of carriages assembied there. 


Spaniards are fond of good horses of 
high mettle, and one sees during an even- 
ing on the Luneta many well-matched 
pairs of fat little native horses, which 
really have quite a bit of speed, although 
their gait is of the toddling order, Span- 
iards and Englishmen in Manila seldom 
drive their own horses, so the favorite 
carriage is alow victoria, with a high seat 
for the native cochero. The calesa, a two- 
wheeled cart with a cochero’s seat behind, 
driven with one horse, quite popular 
with the Americans and some others whos 
enjoy driving. The carromata is liked by 
the bachelors. It is also two-wheeled, 
with one horse, but the coachman drives 
from a small seat in front. One geé@s 0c- 
casionally a brougham, a quilez or a four- 
wheeled calesa. 

Dinner iollows upon coming from the 
drive. Dances are necessarily late in the 
evening, the music beginning atout lv 
oO clock. The idea of huspitality among 
the residents is to dunce and dilie the 
whole night through and often into the 
next day. The Speniards and Filipinos

Among the European women styles in 
dress are iu a small way after those in 
vogue in Paris and London, but among 
the natlive women, who have a manner 
of dressing all tnelr own, the fashion 
originates in Manila.

destruction by earthquake—spark.ing 
giass-bedangled chandeliers and enormous 
Fiemnca slate mirrors. With the deep, 
cool wicker chairs and Vienna bent wood 
stiff chairs quite an assembly cpdula be 
seated, Yet the effect is not one of ayer- 
crowding. The dining room table; with a 
top of one piece cf ehoice mahogany, is 
frequently large enough 10 seat sixteen 
or tweniy people. The ceiling Ila often 
decorated with some pretty summer scene 
of cupids and flowers and birds.

IN THE PUBLIC EYE. 


If Rev. @dgar M. Levy, of Philadelphia, 
is made chaplain of the national republi- 
can convention. which meets in Philadel- 
phia this year, Georgia interest in the 
prayer of invocation will be much greater 
than usual. Dr. Levy is a native of this 
state, having first seen the light of day 
at St. Mary’s, Ga., on November 23, 1622, 
nearly seventy-eight years ago. He is 
one of the most picturesque figures in the 
American pulpit at the present day and 
moreover he has taken part in some of the 
most imporfant political gatherings in 
the history of the country, making it ex-

ceedingly appropriate that he should be 
called upoa by the committee on arrange- 
ments to open the proceedings of the con- 
vention with prayer. On good authority 
it is learned that he has been invited 
to accept the office of chaplain, but he 
has not been heard from yet. Dr. Levy 
was chaplain of the convention of 1856, 
which brought the republican party into 
existence. and nominated John C. Fre- 
mont for president. Leaving Georgia in 
early childhood Dr. Levy went with his 
parents to Philadelphia, where, in 1543, 
he was ordained to the ministry and made 
pastor of Epiphany church. For fourteen 
vears he remained pastor of this church. 
He then went to Newark, N. J., and was 
pastor of the South Baptist church for 
ten years. He returned to Philadelphia 
and became pastor of the New Taberna- 
cle church. where he remained for sixteen 
years. Dr. Levy’s father was connected 
with anti-slavery societies, and the first 
vote of Dr. Levy was for Henry Clay.

George W. Dart, an inmate of the sol- 
diers home at Marshallstown, Ia., claims 
to be the man who placed the stars and 
stripes on the confederate capitol at €o- 
lumbia, S. C., and formally announced 
the collapse of the confederate govern- 
ment in May, 1865. 

Mr. Dart. who formerly lived at Atti- 
ca, N. Y., ehlisted at Clinton, Ia., in 11, 
in company G, of the Thirteenth Iowa, 
one of the regiments of the famous Crock- 
er brigade. His term of service expired 
at Vicksburg Miss.. in December, 1563, 
when he re-enlisted as a corporal and 
served until July 24, 1865. 

Dart was the color guard of the Thir- 
tleth Towa on Sherman’s famous march 
to the sea. When the troops arrived near 
the confederate capital, Dart, accompa- 
nied by the Heutenant colonel of the 
regiment and a few others, entered the 
outskirts of Columbia with cé@lors flying. 
The streets were lined with confederate 
soldiers, principally the southern troops 
of cavalry, who had been expecting an 48- 
sault upon the capite] for days. When 
the small squad of unionists appeared the 
confederates thought the entire union 
army must be near, and fled in great 
haste and disorder. At the capitol bulld- 
ing Dart passed the guards and elimbed 
to the roof. where he swung the stars and 
stripes to the breeze from the staff on the 
top of the building, j 

Dart’s deed has prominent place in the 
records and the histories of the Army of 
Tennessee and is mentioned as one of the 
most brilliant acts of the campaign. 

Among his keepsakes, Mr. Dart highly 
treasures and pvizes a little faded rag, 
which is all that is left of the banner 
used at Columbia that bright May morn- 
ing. It came into his possession through 
Adjutant General George Baker, who had 
charge of Iowa's military operations dur- 
ing the civil war. Dart says he wouldn't 
exchange the little faded piece of silk 
for the best farm in Iowa.

Later, probably two or three weeks, 
the children of the third and fourth wards 
will be given a picnic at the park. Then 
will follow the third outing for the chil- 
dren of the fifth, sixth and seventh wards, 

It was known that to secure the names 
and addresses of all the deserving chil- 
dren who ought to be invited would be a 
great and laborious undertaking, and the 
police were appealed to. Chief Manly wil- 
lingly gave his assistance, and he noti- 
fied his captains to have their men secure 
the names of the poor children on their 
respective beats, and to hand the numes 
into his office. 

A Great Event for Them. 

There are hundreds of little children, 
many of whom toil hard every day in the 
week, who never have a chance of recre- 
ation, and to them a day at Grant park 
and a sumptuous dinner would be an 
event in their young lives which would 
never be forgotten. 

The Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany is to be asked for cars, if not free, 
at as low cost as possible; the people of 
the city upon whom fortune has cast some 
of its smiles will be asked to make dona- 
tions of baskets of lunches and clothes 
for the children who have not garments 
fit to be worn to the feast. : 

All of this will take hard work, and so 
the King’s Daughters held another meet- 
ing vesterday and appointed committees 
to look after the details of the affair.

The committee on invitations is the one 
which. is securing the names of the chil- 
dren who are to be invited, and Mrs. Lay- 
ton called in person on Chief Manly two 
days ago and made the appeal to hjm to 
assist the King’s Daughters in the work. 

How the Work Will Be Done. 

Just how many children there will be 
thé committee has no idea. Mrs, Layton 
Was seen last night by a reporter of 
The Constitution at her home, No: 304 
Crew street, and asked about the noble 
work the King’s Daughters are doing.

“We can make no sort of an estimate 
of the number of children to be invited.

THEY WANT AN INCOME TAX 


Petition Was Filed Yesterday Morn- 
ing with City Clerk Greene. 


TO BE READ IN COUNCIL NEXT MONDAY 


The Petition, Which Is Rather Caus- 
tic in Several Places, Was Sign- 
ed by 215 Citizens. 


A petition signed by 215 citizens of At- 
lanta, which asks that the present license 
system of taxation be abolished and an 
advalorum and income tax substituted, 
was filed yesterday morning with City 
Clerk W, D. Greene and wil] be read to 
council next Monday afternoon. 

The petition wag filed with the clerk by 
S. M. Truitt, the Mitchel] street grocer, 
who is said to have been a leader in the 
work of its circulation. The signers of 
the petition are owners of all sorts of 
businesses in Atlanta, and the fact that 
they put their signatures to the kind of 
petition that was filed yesterday morning 
proves them to be thoroughly in earnest. 

Many portions of the petition are rather 
caustic and the person who drew it is ev!- 
dently under the impression that the pres- 
ent license law ig directed more against 
the poorer classes than against their more 
fortunate fellow citizens. 

The petition, it Is said, has been in cir- 
culation several months and when it 
reached the office of the city clerk yes- 
terday morning it was worn and soiled. 
Seven typewritten pages are required to 
tell what is wanted by the petitioners. 
The first page is a sort of preamble, tell- 
ing of the present law, which the petition 
Says is unjust and dishonest, and then 
follow thirty-one reasons why the present 
system should be abolished and the adva- 
lorum and income tax substituted. 

Just exactly what the petitioners want 
abolished does not appear at first glance, 
but a careful reading of the document 
shows that they want the tax on business, 
not the tax on the stock of goods, but the 
license for doing business, done away 
with. 

The petition will be read during the 
meeting of council] next Monday afternoon 
and it is difficult to predict what will be 
done with it. :

Graves of the Union Soldiers at Ma- 
rietta Decorated Yesterday 


WITH IMPRESSIVE CEREMONIES 


Several G. A. R. Posts and Many 
People from Abroad Hear Dr. 
McLaughlin’s Address. 


Federal Decoration day was appropriate- 
ly observed yesterday at Marietta, where 
are buried the union dead who fell in 
the great battle of Kennesaw Mountain 
and the many battles fought in the vi- 
cinity of Atlanta. The hundreds 6f graves 
in the national cemetery had over each a 
small flag, and flowers were profusely 
scattered upon them by the school chil- 
dren of Marietta and the members of 
the several Grand Army of. the Republic 
posts from Atlanta and elsewhere. 

The roads entering Marietta ran special 
trains, and quite a crowd of Atlantlans 
went to swell the large concourse of peo- 
ple assembled to pay homage to the he- 
roes in blue who sleep in the land of the 
stranger. 

The large procession, headed by a brass 
band, left the depot at 10:30 o’clock. The 
Grand Army of the Republic posts march- 
ing in the line were: Blue Ridge Post 
No. 6, Jasper, Ga.; Woman’s Auxillary, 
Post No. 1, and Woman’s Relief Corps; 
O. M. Mitchel Post No. 1, Atlanta; J. B. 
Steadman Post No. 4, Tallapoosa; W. T. 
Sherman Post No. 16, Blue Ridge; Sons 
of Veterans organizations. A large num- 
ber of carriages, horsemen and pedes- 
trians followed the veterans to the ceme- 
tery. 

After the assembly had been sounded 
and a selection played by the band, Rev. 
F. E. Jenkins, of Atlanta, delivered a 
touching prayer. A double male quartet, 
led by Professor W. D. Gart, of Atlanta, 
beautifully sang “Soldier Rest.’”

TWO ARRESTS ARE. MADE 


Decoration Day Drew Large Crowd of 
Negroes to Federal Cemetery, 


COLONEL OBEAR WAS IN COMMAND 


Troops from Americus Were Under 
Orders from Governor To Protect 
Andersonville Citizens and 
Their Property from 
Encroachment, 


Company L, Fourth Georgia regiment, 
Americus, under orders from Governgr 
Candler, and under the immediate direc- 
tion of Adjutant General W. G,. Ovbear, 
left Americus shortly after daybreak yes- 
terday morning for Andersonville to give 
protection to the citizens of the tuwn 
against the lawless negro mob that yearly 
visits the Andersonville federal cemetery. 

Arrangements for the movement of Cap- 
tain Clark’s command of sixty mcn to 
Andersonville were made several duys 
ago, but the fact that the troops were 
going was guarded by the chief executive, 
who feared that any previous advertise- 
ment would only excite the negroes and 
lead to unnecessary trouble. At 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon Governor Candler re- 
celved a telegram from the inspector gen- 
eral notifying him of the arrest of two 
negroes ou the charge of assault and 
anticipating trouble with the crowd when 
the time arrived to take the prisoners to 
Americus. 

The dispatch from Colonel Obear stated 
that the ceiebration of federal Decoration 
day hai been conducted on the 
more quietly than the one of last 
and that the presence of state troops had 
appeared to bring about this result. 
Governor Candier remained at hig office 
until a late hour iast evening to be in 
ready communication with the inspector 
general in case any serious trouble should 
develop at Andersonville; but up to the 
time otf) his departure ior the manslva 
nothing further had been received. 

Troops Protected City Alone. 

The orders of tha governor were em- 
phatic that company L, of the t*ourth 
regiment, should conitine itself to the pro- 
tection of the property and people of An- 
dersonville, and not to exercise authority 
in the federal reservation near the town 
where the negroes, aevera]l thousand in 
numbers, were congregated. The experi- 
ence of the past few years has been: that 
on Decoration day innumerable fights take 
place, and a fair average is one man killed 
each year in the drunken rows. The num- 
ber of negroes in the counties adjoining 
to Sumter,.who leave off work and go to 
Andersonville on May @0th, has gieatly 
increased in the last few years, and the 
town authorities—as was the case last 
year—are entirely unable to cope with 
them. Faced with such conditions as 
these, Governor Candler lHstened tu the 
request of the citizens of Andersonville 
several wecks ago, and determined then 
that he would protect the place with state 
troops.

At least four thousand persons par- 
ticipated. Special trains from Columbus, 
Macon, Dothan, Eufaula, Americus and 
Fitzgerald began to arrive by 10 o'clock, 
bringing the crowds, together with the 
one thousand who arrived by private con- 
veyance, 
bled to join in the memorial exercises 
conducted by representatives of ithe 
Grand Army of the Republic from Ma- 
con, Atlanta and Fitzgerald. The address 
was delivered by Colonel A. 8. Darnell, 
of Ellijay, Ga.

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NEGROES DISCUSS 
RACE PROBLEMS 


Atlanta Conference Finishes Its Ses- 
sions Last Night. 


RESOLUTIONS ARE ADOPTED 


Robert Smith Makes a Practical Talk, 
Giving Results. 


CAREERS OF COLLEGE-BRED NEGROES 


Presidents Sale and Meserve Made 
Addresses on the Negro as a Phil- 
anthropist and Social Leader.

The fifth annual Atlanta conference to 
study the negro problems, which began 
Its sessions at.the Atlanta university 
Tuesday evening, adjourned last night. 

The general subject at this conference 
was, “‘The Career of College\ Bred Ne- 
groes.”’ 

“Two sessions were held yesterday, a 
mothers’ meeting in the afternoon, gnd 
another session in the evening. 

Ahe general subject discussed at the 
final session was, ‘“‘What College-Bred 
Negroes May Do.” 

Robert Smith, an intelligent negro of 
Oakland, Tex., was the only one of the 
speakers whose talk was devold of theory. 
He was able to produce results. His 
knowledge of what a college-bred negro 
could do came from personal experience. 

He told of what he had accomplished in 
his home town and the surrounding coun- 
try in Texas by thé establishment of a 
Farmers’ Improvement Soci@ty. 

He said that the negroes of Oakland 
had been taught that morality, and a 
clean and well-kept house and table were 
intimately related. They had been taught 
foresight, and how to provide for the 
future. 

He said that what he considered one of 
the most important things he had accom- 
plished in his work among his people was 
the inculcation of the idea that a pantry 
was as necessary in a home as any other 
room in the house. fhe members of his 
Farmers’ Improvement Society now paid 
as large a proportion per capita of the 
taxes of the state as did the white peo- 
ple. They were learning that their salva- 
tion depended on themselves, and that if 
they were sober, industrious and thrifty 
they would succeed as well as any other 
man. 

Miss Thorne told something of her work 
in teaching a negro school and working 


| among the negroes in the “black belt” of 


She has a large schogl at 
Calhoun. Her endeavor has been to teach 
the negroes self-reliance, ani to wean 
them away from the system of purchas- 
ing their supplies on credit. Miss Thorne 
said that this system put the negroes in 
the power of the white store keeper and 
kept him from advancing as much as they 
should. ‘ 

President George Sales, of the Atlanta 
Baptist college, made an address on 
‘What the College-Bred Negro May Do in 


Philanthropy.” 

Hie advocated college settlement work. 
‘“‘Negro college graduates,’’ he said, ‘‘must 
keep in touch and sympathy with the 
lowliest of their race. If from his col- 
lege training he gains a contempt for 
labor, he is a failure. He must appreciate 
the dignity of-labor.”’ 

President C. T. Meserve, of Shaw unil- 
versity, at Raleigh, N. C., spoke on the 
college-bred negro as a gocial leader. 

He said that both in the north and south 
the trend of popular feeling was strongly 
against the educated negro. He advised 
the negroes to make friends of the best 
white people in the south. 

‘For,’ said he, ‘‘what the negro gets 
must come to him through the toleration 
of the white people of the south.” 

Resolutions Adopted, 

At the conclusion of the session these 
resolutions were adopted:

creasing numbers. This means that Into 
the masses there is being filtrated a num- 
ber of thoroughly trained men and women 
who become social and economic lead- 
ers. 

‘Nor are these negroes unwilling to 
work with their people. Ninety per cent 
in southern colleges 
stay and work in the south, and fully 30 
per cent of those educated in the north 
come south to labor where the masses of 
their people live. 

‘As property owners they form a con- 
servative force in the community. From 
600 reports, we learn that these college 
men own on an average real estate of the 
assessed value of $2,500 each. Nine- 
tenths of these taxpayers have graduated 
since 1870. 

‘We are, therefore, strongly of the 
opinion that there is a legitimate and 
growing demand for the college training 
of a few carefully selected yoyng negroes 
of ability. That this class has never been 
and is not now large but is of vast im- 
portance for the uplift of the masses. 

‘We would lay down this broad prin- 
ciple as applicable to the collegiate as 


well as to the elementary and industrial | 


education of both blacks and whites.

I say this in behalf of the 
men, who are doing their full share of 
duty, and doing it as well as any set of 
men could.”’

IS MARKHAM A PESSIMIST? 
REPLY — WALL ACE P.REED 


By D. MacLauchlin Therrell.

It is truly 
derance’of evidence is required to 
vince a person against his will, and how 
infiinitesimal the modicums of truth nec- 
essary to win him over to some propo- 
sition fathered by his desires and fanned 
by his hopes. He struggles against the 
former when there remains in his favor 
ground, 
and embraces the latter without rhyme 
or reason when but dimly shadowed up- 
on the walls of his fancy. 

I have been led into this reflection by 
the persistent and ingenious efforts of 
many men in many places to discredit, if 
not to distort, the fame and foree of the 
teachings of Edwin Markham, the great 
poet-prophet of optimism and champion 
of true democracy. 

Since Markham first stormed the ram- 


centered world of conservatism, he has 
been the target of general attack from 
various quarters. 

So far, however, he has withstood this 
though pelted with 
every form of missile known to the ord- 
nance of modern criticism. Did I say 
every missile? 

Not so. Just when we thought the 
enemv’s guns had been silenced, lo, there 
is a boom, a sizz—and crash comes a new 
twelve-inch from the ponderous gun of 
misinterpretation. Happily for the 
camp this great shell failed 
and harmlessly buried it- 
self in the earthworks. Investigation 
proved it to be the invention of Mr. Wal- 
lace Reed, a well known and gifted ar- 
tillerest of this city. 

To drop from figure to fact, Mr. Reed 
has preferred a new and novel charge 
against Mr. Markham, his poetry and his 
teachings. 

It was first charged that Markham had 
predicated his ‘‘Man with the Hoe’ poem 
upon the Angelus, and was therefore an. 
attack upon religious sentiment. This 
charge was refuted. 

Then it was charged that the poem had 
no foundation in fact, as Millet’s picture, 
upon which it was based, was a mere 
idyllic creation of the artist, no such 
type having actual existence and that 
Markham had wantonly insulted the toll- 
er and laboring man. 

This charge has also been thoroughly 
refuted. 

Mr. Richard LeGallienne went on re- 
cord with the criticism that Markham’s 
poetry was not poetry at all, but merely 
a sermon sct to verse 

To this 1 would reply that poetry is of 
such an etherial quality as to render the 
personal equation an important factor 
in passing upon its merits. Most of our 
ears are attuned to an appreciation of 
the popular airs, but few of us are really 
capable of appreciating properly the cos- 
mic masterpieces of Schubert, Beethoven 
and Wagner. Mr. LeGailiene is perhaps 
one of the best critics of the day, when 
{it comes to an interpretation of the lyr- 
ics of the subtle sensations of subjec-~ 
tive impression; but is he equal to the 
cosmic and elemental melody of Mark- 
ham, involving as it does, huge masses of 
tone set to the celestial minor of spheres. 

So much for Mr. LeGalliene. Now for 
Mr. Reed. 

Mr. Reed charges Markham with being 
‘an apostle of the gloomiest and most 
dangerous kind of pessimism’’—the ‘‘new 
apostle of pessimism.’ 

This, if true, {s indeed a serious charge, 
for of all the creatures {n the earth, or 
in the waters under the earth, the pes- 
simtst is deserving of the least consider- 
ation at the hands of a struggling hu- 
manity in a world of evolution and en- 
deavor, 

Can the charge be maintained? 
is pessimism? 

The accepted version of pessimism Is 
this—‘‘the doctrine that everything in na- 
ture is ordered for or tends to the worst, 


What 


or that the world is wholly evil. A dis- 
position to take the least hopeful view of 
things.’’ 

Mr. Reed calls Markham a pessimist, 
because he has challenged the attention 


of the world and pointed it to certain 
grave problems of social and economic 
| responsibility. Mr. Reed says: 

“I do not hesitate to say that while 
these ringing verses voice the truth, it is 
that kind of truth that does more harm 
(than good. In point of fact the only 
good it can possibly do, is to frighten ‘mas- 
ters, lords and rulers, into temporary 
concessions and compromises.’ ”’ 

He admits the truth of Markham’s as- 
| sertions. Is telling the truth in the na- 

ture of pessimism? 

He admits the possibility of forcing 
fee ‘mporary céncessions and compromis- 

’ In behalf of the oppressed—is not this 
wed while? 

Is it in the nature of the pessimist to un- 
dertake the championship and relief of 
the wronged and undone? Is this not, 
rather the essential characteristic of the 
humanitarian and the optimist? Is not 
such the essence of. brotherhood and op- 
portunity, as opposed to misanthropy and 
despaid—the fundamentals of pessimism? 

No, Markham is in no sense a pesst- 
mist. On the contrary he is an optimist 
in the best sense of the word. More 
than this he is a philosopher deeply 
versed in the great problems of civiliza- 
tion, and seeing the stains upon the es- 
cutcheon of society, he dares point them 
out and appeal to the conscience of the 
people in behalf of a higher social mor- 
ality in the true sense of the word. Mark- 
ham is an idealist. His ideal {fs the 
brotherhood of man—the co-operation of 
each for the good of the many—equality 
of opportunity for equality of talent. This 
is the perfect democracy. It is possible— 
it is feasible, it is the order of evolution— 
it is enevitable. The ideal of one gen- 


| eration may be the ideal of the next and 


the reality of the following.~ An ideal ts 
truly dynamic and creative. All things 
are first ideals. The immutable pyramid 
of a Cheops was the ideal of a moment 
before it became the fact of the ages. 
Idealism is the universal creative prin- 
ciple. Pessimism is ‘the destroyer, the 
principle of dissolution. The two are 
antipodal, of opposite polarity, and have 
nothing in common 

After admitting the truth of Markham’s 
assertions in relation to “‘The man with 
the Hoe,’’ Mr. Reed goes on fo say: 

“The strong will crush the weak; the 
rich will oppress the poor; the classes 
will rule the masses. Here and there 
we find exceptions. Spadsmodic reforms 


end society returns to the same old con- 
ditions.’”’ 

We are told that Markham’s charges 
are true, but that the matter is hopeless 
and we cannot even afford to tell tho 
truth about it. 

It is all true, but we must keep it a 
dead secret. 

It is all true, but it Is not the part of 
morality to live up to the truth 

It is all true, but it is the most danger- 
ous pessimism to tell the truth. 

Here is pessimism indeed! 

Pessimism of the densest, dankest and 
most dismal type. 

Pessimism without courage, without 
hope, without faith, without truth. 


who can make such admissions. Pessi- 
mistic indeed must be the man who can 
deny the power of truth as a guiding 
principle in the affairs of men.  Pessi- 
mistic indeed must be the man who has 
no faith tn the moral {Integrity of his fel- 
low man, no hope for the progress of 
mankind and no encoyragement for the 
wronged and oppressed. Such an one 
must needs view the world through color- 
ed glasses, and such being the case Mark- 
ham and his friends may pardon the 
unfortunate pessimist, hoping that in

Sults the prospects now, on practically the Ist 
of June, would hardly indicate an average 
crop, except with very favorable conditions 
from now on to the close of the growing season. 

As I have said recently, and repeat it now, 
we are almost certain to have light receipts of 
grain from now on until harvest. 

At harvest I look for a free movement of 
new winter wheat and at prices much better 
than are ruling at the present time. Stocks 
of old winter wheat are so nearly exhausted 
that a large percentage of the new crop will 
Fo into consumption at once and never reach 
the Atlantic ports. 

Until we know something more definite with 
regard to the stand of corn and the growing 
prospects for the coming crop, the movement 
of corn wil)- Be very light all summer. Prices 
for eorn at home still keep above those at grain 
centers.
